Yesterday, when the Seventeenth in- 
fantry was escorting Gen. Brooke s sup- 
ply train over the hills to the agency 
several hundred young bucks rushed 
into the neighboiing ravines and pockets 
with tbsir guns and prepared to give the 
soldiers battle, believins that they had 
appeared to attack the tepees. The 
troops, however, tramped along 
without noticing them and the savages 
returned to their village without firing a 
shot. Incidents like these sIkjw the 
critical nature of the situation.

Oen. Brooke has commanded hi^i forces 
with commendable skill and excellent 
judgment, llw sreatest ditticulty is 
now to restore uonBdence. 

"The Indians have gieat fear that the 
army will be taken away and then all 
treated like those who were on Wounded 
Knee. They have a large nuuiU^r of 
wounded women and children, whii .1 
creates a most depressing feeling among 
the families luid a deHpeiate dusiK>sitii>n 
aiumig them. The military nieasuies 
and movements Imve been successful 
The C4intiol and government now l>e- 
eomes the problem, yet nu serious ein- 
blRMaBMUt is appiehended at present."

- The commis- 
sioner of Indian aiTaini, on the strength 
of a telegram from (lovemor Toole, of 
Idaho, who requested that protection lie 
afforded the settlers near Alma, where 
the ludiatM were repoi-ted to be dancing, 
yosterda/ received a telegram from the 
agent saying there is no trouble among 
the Indians, and that thc \ were off t lie 
rew rvation un their annual Inmt. and on 
returning bought some whisky from 
white men, of which thev ind)ibed too 
freely. Tliey became hilarious, whi'h 
gave rise to tlie report that there was au 
outbreak. Tlu y liuve gotten uifW tlMlir 
frolic and everythiug is quiet.

Wabhinotoh, Jan. 14.— Tba eifort of 

the BritLsh government through couiistd 
for Canjidian ofRcials Monday, to bring 
the Behring sea controversy before the 
supreme court of the Unilnl St.ites. wa> 
the chief topic of eoiiversatioii here yes- 
terday in diidouia'ic and <;flk ial circles. 
The matter was talked als-ut infonually 
in cabinet iiieetiug yesterday, and, al- 
though meniliers of the culiinet ai* 
naturally reticent about it, still it is ap- 
parent that the admiiiistrati(m i^i but 
little disturbed over the alleued flank 
movement on the part of the British • <v 
Canadian lawyers. 

As the case now stands, it is simply 
this: The jietitioners Mou lay asked the 
sii]neiiie court to take hold of a case in- 
voiVing disputed internation;d (jnestioiis 
and treaty rights. Attorney (ieiieral 
Mill'T iii<iiii|)tly objecled to the introduc- 
tion of t I'.c motion ou the giouiuls that 
the supienie ( oui t had no jui is<liction in 
the CISC at l^su^■, whii li originated in the 
di.M ri( t < oiirl 1 f .Vla^ka: that the ca.-e 
sought to 1m- ini rodnred w:is a iiilitical 
case, without legal itsjiecls, and, there- 
fore, had no jilaee in the supreme court. 
He also claimed that it was tmconstitu- 
tioiud for the siipieiiie court to adminis- 
ter uiion matters belonging to an execu- 
tive aepartment. 

The court at once denied the right of 
the petitioners to make their motion, hut 
set a day two weeks hence when the 
question of admitting the motion will ih- 
argued. 

Atf omev General Miller yesterday de 
clined to "talk about the matter, iin rely 
dismissing all interviewers with the re- 
mark that it Wits not a good plan to 
practice law in the newspapers, and a.s- 
Kuring them that he would have enough 
to say alKiiit the matter in a fortnight, 
when' he should make his arguneut be- 
fore the siipieliie coiii t.
